Very few of the 
foreigners can 
speak the

language nor understand it. 
They 
are prepared for the wintry blasts 
and will have a residence verv simi­ 
lar to the cozy little flats in the short 
story magazines. They will do all of 
their own cooking, 
dish 
washing, 
sleeping and eating in the ope big 
top floor of the building. 
The Adam? construction company 
was compelled to Import foreign lab­ 
orers in order to make any headway 
with their contract work. 
They have 
made attempts on other occasions to 
bring in working men. but in each 
case have failed.

The theft <T a mail pouch from the 
L. E. & W. platform last Saturday 
night, says the New Castle Courier, 
has resulted in the discovery of an­ 
other one on Friday afternoon from 
the baggage 
room of the 
station. 
Both thefts are 
attributed to 
the 
same party, whoever he may he. The 
federal authorities have been notified 
and an investigation will be 
made. 
The local police are also looking into 
the matter. 
The first theft was 
remarkably 
bold, occurring as it did in broad day­ 
light. 
The train from Rushville ar­ 
rived at about the usual time and dis­ 
charged its mail and baggage. 
The 
pouch from Rushville, however, was 
not delivered to the post office. 
On 
Friday night it was reported “ not re­ 
ceived” by 
J. B. Landwer. 
deputy 
postmaster. He dismissed the matter 
from his mind and 011 Sunday morn­ 
ing was startled to hear of the sec­ 
ond theft. 
About the same time it 
was reported to him that mail matter 
had been found two miles south of 
New Castle along the Rushville rail­ 
road. 
Then it was learned for the 
first time that the Rushville pouch 
had also been stolen. 
The mail for the northbound train 
<Sn Saturday evening was hauled to 
the station by Charles Fleteher, who 


has the tna.il hauling contract. 
The 
stolen pouch contained mflil matter 
for Fort Wayne and other point-. It, 
with tie sacks and other pouches, was 
placed 011 a truck and left between 
the office door and the baggage room 
d>'.or until the arrival of the train 
which was running late. 
John Kiser, whb handles the mail 
f<>r Fctoher. did not notice that one 
pouch was missing when he loaded 
the mail on the train. 
Consequently 
it remained for James A. Covalt. re­ 
siding on North 18th street, to find 
the pouch in a weed patch east of 
Sam Roust’s mill and shop on Thorn­ 
burgh street. 
Near the rifled ¡>011 ell wits some of 
the mail matter, consisting of letters 
and postal cards. 
Covalt reported 
his find^o Patrolman Sam Ives. 
The theft was immediately report­ 
ed to Postmaster Thompson and he, 
witlLDeputy Land war. started an in- 
vo^igatjon.

Checks and letters were found by 
various parties and turned over to 
the postal authorities.

Wayne pouch was recovered, hut the 
pouch, from Ru-hville has not been 
found.

In Refusing Mandate For Ex tradition 
of Terre Haute Man to Illinois, J udg e 
Fortune Held That It Had Not Been 
Shown That Finkelstein Was a Fug i­ 
tiv e Within Meaning of the Law and 
That He Had Net Av oided Officers. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Oct. 23.—J udg e C. 
M. Fortune of the circuit court refused 
a mandate for the ex tradition of J . R. 
Finkelstein to Spring field, 111., where 
he is indicted on the charg e of bribing 
a hig hway commissioner. 
The judg e 
held that Finkelstein was not shown 
to be a fug itiv e under the Indiana law 
of 18 5 0, that the law of 18 9 9 , which 
did not require proof that the accused 
fled from justice but had withdrawn 
from one sta te to another, was repeal­ 
ed by the codify ing act of 19 05 . 
The 
judg e also referred to the ex cited sen­ 
timent iu Illinois in reg ard to bribery . 
Affidav its were submitted to show 
that F nkelstein left Spring field delib­ 
erately ~*:d told certain persons that 
he was g oing back to Terre Haute at a 
g iv en time. It was also shown that he 
had been in Terre Haute since then 
attending to business and making no 
effort to av oid officers of the law. The 
prosecution contended that the 19 05 
codification did not set aside the act of 
18 9 9 . 
Before taking the ca se under consid­ 
eration J udg e Fortune said that it 
would be a serious matter to send a 
man to Spring field at this time, when 
stntim ent there was wroug ht up to a 
hig h pitch on the subject of bribery , 
one of the leg isla tiv e bribery ca ses be­ 
ing on trial at the present time.

Lebanon. Ind.. Oct. 25 .—The Leb­ 
anon National bank has g one into v ol­ 
untary liquidation by resolution of the 
board of directors, and pending the 
pay ment of depositors the institution 
has been placed in the hands of the 
controller of the currency with Oscar 
L. Keller, a bank ex aminer from W ash­ 
ing ton, in charg e. 
The hank’s cash and securities hav e 
been transferred to the First National 
bank, and it is g iv en out that arrang e­ 
ments are being made for the imme­ 
diate settlem ent with all depositors in 
full. 
The first intimation the public 
had of the action of the bank was a 
notice posted ou the door by the bank 
ex aminer in charg e.

some way In obtaining a sta tem ent or 
report from Michael Colbert, an or­ 
g anizer of th e International 
Ty po­ 
g raphical union, in which report Col­ 
bert, as an indiv idual, a fter listening 
to Elling ham, only , g av e an opinion to 
the effect th at union p rinters m igh t 
hav e organized at Decatur, in 19 04, in 
spite of E llingh am ’s op p osition, 
if the 
printers had sent the proper org an­ 
izers. The “ ex oneration” docs not pre­ 
tend to sa y tha t Elling ham did not 
fig ht the union printers. 
It does not 
say that Elling ham did not succeed in 
keeping unionism out of Decatur, Ind.. 
his home city . 
But Colbert seem s to 
hav e an idea that Elling ham’s opposi­ 
tion should hav e been ov ercome, and 
therefore, Elling ham did not amount 
to so much, as an enemy , as the union 
men hav e asserted. 
It Is a queer de­ 
fense put up by Colbert and Elling ­ 
ham. They arg ue that the union print­ 
ers should hav e foug ht all the harder, 
and that they are to blame because 
Elling ham won and the unions lost. 
At the same time, union men must not 
blame Elling ham for opposing union­ 
ism, according to Colbert. 
He had a 
rig ht to obstruct labor, say s Colbert, 
but labor has no rig ht to oppose him 
in politics. 


Colbert, in doing the will of Demo­ 
cratic bosses on behalf of the “ unfa ir' 
Elling ham, incurs the deep displeas 
ure and ire of Muncie Ty pog raphical 
Fnion No. 332. This local broug ht the 
formal and sworn charg es ag ainst El­ 
ling ham some weeks ag o. 
Plenty of

Eig hty per

done. 
This takes away considerably 
from the sw eetness of the melon meat. 
The canteloupe should be serv ed in a 
bed of cracked ice. 
A toothsome des­ 
sert is made by filling a canteloupe 
skin with v anila ice cream and pour­ 
ing ov er the ice cream a mild g ing er 
sy rup. 
For Watermelon Sherbet—Boil 
a 
pound of sug ar and a quart of water 
tog ether for 10 minutes. 
Add two 
tablespoonfuls of g ela tine which has 
been soaked in a half cupful of cold 
water for an hour, then when dis­ 
solv ed, strain and pour into the freez­ 
er. 
Add one pint of orang e juice and 
freeze. 
When nearly frozen add two 
cupfuls of pink watermelon dice, and 
let stand packed In ice and sa lt for 
an hour and a half. 
In making canteloupe sherbet soak 
one teaspoonful of g ela tine in a half 
cup of cold water for an hour. 
Add 
one-half cup boiling water. 
When the 
g ela tine is quite dissolv ed, add one 
cupful of cold water, 
three-fourths 
cup of sug ar, and the mashed pulp 
and juice of a melon about the size of 
a cocoanut. 
Pickled canteloupe* are not found 
on the av erag e table. 
But they cer­ 
tainly deserv e a place there. 
These 
belong to the sw eet pickle v ariety . 
Select melons not quite ripe. Cut into 
oblong pieces, take off the riDd and 
soft parts near the seeds. 
To ev ery 
eig ht pounds of melon ailow one pint 
v ineg ar and three pounds of sug ar. 
Mix half a teaspoonful each g round 
mace and clov is and one teaspoonful 
each cinnamon, g ing er and allspice. 
Tie in little piece of cheesecloth and 
scald 
wiih 
the v ineg ar. 
Cook the 
melons in the hot sy rup until tender, 
then skim out into a bowl. 
Boil the 
liquor down and pour ov er the melon. 
Repeat this three or four times, and 
the la st time heat the melon with the 
sy rup. 
Put into jars and seal. 
An ex cellent conserv e of melon rinds 
can be made. 
Pare off the g reen part 
of the melon rind and all the pink, cut 
into inch pieces, shaping as desired 
and weig h. 
For fiv e pounds of the 
rind allow one quart of water and a 
pint of v ineg ar. 
Scald the water and 
v ineg ar, add the rind and boil 10 min­ 
utes. 
Remov e the rind with a skim­ 
mer and drain perfectly dry . 
Place in the preserv ing kettle a pint 
of water and 
pounds of sug ar. Boil, 
skim, add the melon pieces and two 
ounces g reen g ing er cut 
in 
slices. 
Cook until the melon is clear and ten­ 
der, remov e with a skimmer and put 
in g la ss jars. 
Boil the sy rup 10 or 
15 minutes long er, fill the J ars with 
hot sy rup and seal.

New Yo rk, Oct. 25.—Ten aero planes 
In the air all at o nce— a reco rd flo ck 
fo r American atmo sphere — was the 
sky view o ffered to the Belmo nt Park 
grandstands y esterday afterno o n, the 
third day o f the internatio nal to urna­ 
ment. Fo llo wing clo se upo n this spec­ 
tacle, J . Armstro ng Drexel climbed in 
his Blério t until his baro graph reg is­ 
tered 7,100 feet, which establishes a 
new American altitude reco rd. 
W alter Bro o kins in a new Wright 
“ ro adster,” a tiny example o f the fa­ 
miliar Wright biplane, was fighting 
with Co unt DeLessep’s Blério t fo r al­ 
titude earlier in the day , when the 
Bro o kins engine went dead at a height 
o f abo ut 4,300 feet, and the pro pellers 
became jammed and immo vable, and 
Bro o kins had to vo lplane almo st a mile 
to earth. 
He landed safely a mile o r 
two no rtheast o f the aviatio n field, but 
bro ke o ne o f his skids upo n striking 
the gro und. 
Co unt DeLesseps carried Miss Grace 
McKenzie o f To ro nto , who is said to be 
the co unt’s fiancee, aro und the sho rter 
co urse o f 2% kilo meters three times. 
Ro land Garro s aro se twice o r three 
times in the littlest aero plane, the 
demo iselle, thereby achieving the dis­ 
tinctio n cf being the first flier to sho w' 
this ty pe o f humming bird in flight in 
America. 
Lathtam flew early and o ften in the 
wide-spreading Anto inette mo no plane, 
which he was the first to make behave 
in the air 
Also the Latham flight af­ 
fo rded Americans their first view o f an 
Anto inette at a pro fessio nal m eet— 
the first flights o f impo rtance, in fact, 
made in this co untry with this ty pe o f 
machine.

Oct. 25. — Late dispatches 
only confirm the great loss of life fol­ 
lowing the terrific: rainfall along the 
slopes of Vesuv ius. 
It is now said 
that the floods resulted in the washing 
away of thousands of tons of lav a and 
a shes which had accumulated along 
the crests of the mountain since the 
la st eruption. 
Floods are reported at 
Cetara, Amalfi and elsewhere. 
In the 
neighborhod of Salerno there 
hav e 
been numerous deaths. 
A m essa g e from Ischia is still awa it­ 
ed. but reports from there indicate 
that the loss of life there has been 
v ery heav jT. 
The mayor of Cassamic- 
ciola telegraphs the prefect of police 
here that Cassamicciola has been de­ 
stroyed. The telegram adds that there 
are many v ictims and that help is ur 
gently needed. 
As a result of this 
plea, the gov ernment has sent a fleet 
of warships consisting of three battle­ 
ships and four cruisers with instruc­ 
tions to hurry to the ‘scene of the dis­ 
aster with all 
prov isions and food 
av ailable 
Troops also hav e been hur 
ried to the stricken city.

E. Baldwin, ex-chief justice of the C > 
necticut supreme court and Democrat­ 
ic nominee for gov ernor of this stat 
has sent an open letter to Theod 
Roosev elt, informing him that he had 
misrepresented 
him in his political 
speech at Concord, N. H., la st Satur­ 
day, if the newspapers were correct, 
and demanding a retraction of the 
false sta tem ents because they were 
likely to hurt the judge’s standing as 
a lawyer and prejudice his candidacy 
for gov ernor. J udge Baldwin, it is un­ 
derstood, means to bring an action for 
libel agaln3t Roosev elt If the retrac­ 
tion is not forthcoming. 
His open let­ 
ter is as follows: 
“ Dear Sir—In the newspaper reports 
of a speech deliv ered by you at Con­ 
cord, N. H„ on Oct. 22, it is stated that 
you remarked that the Democratic par­ 
ty of Connecticut had nominated for 
gov ernor a former judge who was ‘a 
man who took the v iew’ that it w’as 
competent 
for the 
w’orkman 
when 
driv en to accept any employment, to 
grind him to bind him self not to be 
compensated If he lost life or limb in 
that occupation.’ 
“ I nev er took such a v iew. 
I nev er 
Rtated that T took such a v iew. 
Such 
a v iew would be opposed to the settled 
principles of law’, and no competent 
lawyer could or would take It. 
T pub­ 
lished in 1904 a work on ‘American 
Railroad Law,’ in which I treated of 
this subject.’ 
J udge Baldwin quotes at length from 
his book and adds: 
“ I trust that your 
remarks at Concord were misinterpret­ 
ed. 
If not you certainly wrere misin­ 
formed. 
If you did. in fact, make the 
charge against me or one substantially 
of that character. I write to request 
that you would retract it. as it is one 
calculated to affect my standing as a 
lawyer (at least among the people who 
do not know me), as well as to preju­ 
dice my position as a candidate for 
public office.”

sent out in surrounding counties. The 
new name is United Brothers of Night 
Guards. 
Within the past week many 
letters hav e been receiv ed by the non­ 
poolers of this district, and they are 
causing much unea siness on the part 
of the farmers, who fear that the band 
may burn their homes or do them 
physical damage. 
Sev eral sq u ad s of soldiers are still 
doing duty in this part of the sta te to ! 
protect the growers who hav e receiv ed 
threatening letters. 
The authorities 
do not believ e that there will be any 
outbreaks in Kentucky this winter on 
account of the failure of the hurley 
pooi.
